The road from second street to West Coleman will be 
raised and hardtopped, with approximately 400 lineal feet of 
culvert to be laid. The road from 4th street to 6th street will 
also be raised and hard topped.

CANADIAN COAL MARKET 
WILL REMAIN STEADY 


A study of Canadian energy 
sources suggests that the market 
for coal will remain close to its 
current level until 1965, then in¬ 
crease sharply during the next 
10 years. 

The report, by C. L. O’Brian 
of the Dominion coal board, says 
its findings sound “a clear warn¬ 
ing that coal still remains a vital 
portion of our energy supply.” 

The study, presented at the 
annual meeting in Edmonton of 
the Canadian Institute of Min¬ 
ing and Metallurgy Is patterned 
on the UJS. Paley report prepared 
for President Truman on “re¬ 
sources for freedom.” 

Discounting theories that de¬ 
mand. for coal Is receding, the 
study says that even if the most 
optimistic predictions for oil and 
gas production are achieved, the 
market for coal 12 years from 
now will be as great as it is to¬ 
day. 

At the same time, a propor¬ 
tionately moderate reduction In 
estimated production figures for 
oil and gas could lead to Increas¬ 
ed demand amounting to as 
much as 17,000,000 additional 
tons a year. 

The study says it took into 
account “basic assumptions” 
roughly parallel to those used in 
the Paley report. 

These included the assumption 
that the population of Canada 
will increase to 18,500,000 by 1965 
and 18,600,000 by 1975; that there 
will be no general war in that 
period, that economic growth 
will continue close to the current 
level, and that there will be no 
big energy supply developed 


from atomic sources. 

The study estimates that fuels 
needed to supply the energy re¬ 
quired in 1965 will be 297,000,000 
barrels of oil, 315,000,000 thous¬ 
and cubic feet of natural gas, 
116,200,000 thousand kilowatt 
hours of hydro electricity, 6,000,- 
000 tons of lignite and sub-bitu¬ 
minous coal, and 37,000,000 tons 
of bituminous anthracite and 
coke. 

The estimates of 1975 require¬ 
ments are 358,240,000 barrels of 
oil, 400,000,000 thousand cubic 
feet of gas, 158,000,000 thousand 
k.w.h. of electricity, 8,000,000 tons 
of lignite and sub-bituminous 
soal, and 58,000,000 tons of bit¬ 
uminous anthracite and coke. 

“If the amounts estimated as 
possible production for gas and 
oil are attainable,” the report 
says,ftone clear deduction Is poe- 
sible and that Is that even with 
these large increases in other 
fuels, there still remains a mar¬ 
ket for coal of about the present 
size up to 1985 after which the 
requirement will Increase sub¬ 
stantially. 

"On the other hand, if the sup¬ 
ply of oil and gas does not reach 
these levels, an increasing ton¬ 
nage of coal and coke will be re¬ 
quired. For example, a drop in 
the estimated oil supply in 1965 
to 250,000,000 barrels would mean 
that 12,000,000 additional tons of 
coal would be required while a 
corresponding drop to 250,000,000 
thousand cubic feet of gas would 
correspond to a further 5,000,000 
tons of coal.” 

It said the amounts estimated 
for gas and oil were “deliberately

In another paper on coal, J. E. 
Oberholtzer, Alberta deputy min¬ 
ister of Industries and labor, said 
“coal will one day return to even 
greater prominence in Western 
Canada, both as a source of en¬ 
ergy and as a raw material for 
chemical industries.” 

“Even if proportionately the 
use of coal does not increase as 
rapidly as other types of fuel, the 
net trend will still be upward. In 
the field of power production 
particularly, coal is becoming a 
preferred fuel... more and more 
power companies are turning to 
coal for the production of power 
from steam plants.”

CURRENT BLIND APPEAL NOT AUTHORIZED 
BY INSTITUTE 

The canvassing of funds, purported to be in aid of 
the blind, which is now being carried on in Alberta, is 
not being conducted by The Canadian National Insti¬ 
tute for the Blind, Mr. R. V. Hewlett, executive officer 
for the Southern Alberta District of CN1B said today. 

Mr. Hewlett said that numerous inquiries have 
been received at CN1B headquarters during the past few 
weeks. Throughout Central and Southern Alberta, the 
CN1B holds its annual campaign in the fall, and it is not 
at present soliciting funds from the public. 

The Canadian National Institute for the Blind is 
the only service organization in Alberta which has ser¬ 
vice centres in operation and which is engaged in ex¬ 
tending a broad program of services to all blind people 
regardless of age, race, color or creed. The Alberta Div¬ 
ision of The Canadian Council of the Blind, which 
works in close co-operation with the CN1B, at no time 
appeals directly to the public for funds. 

All citizens are advised by Mr. Hewlett to inquire 
fully into what they are being asked to support before 
contributing to any canvass said to be in aid of the 
blind, regardless of what organization is conducting the 
appeal.

A deficit og $122,459 has been 
recorded in the operations of the 
Unsatisfied Judgment Fund for 
the fiscal year 1952-1953.

Secretary's Department, $292,-

tween April 1, 1952 and March 
31, 1953. Total payments during 
that period were $315,024, made 
up of $51,428 for hospital and 
medical payments, $236,643 for 
court judgments and costs and 
$26,952 miscellaneous.

rows of identical houses, Twelve 
of these cottages were built in 
1900 and shortly afterwards 
there was a hotel and a store, 
all company owned. The coke 
ovens were built the following 
year. A school was opened al¬ 
most immediately, but owing to 
some dispute, the school board 
was inactive until about 1902. 
The town experienced its first 
mine explosion in January 1904 
when 7 men were killed.

Fernie people started rebuild¬ 
ing, for the boom days were still 
with them and numerous smelt¬ 
ers were crying for more and 
more coke. As the company built 
new coke ovens to meet the de¬ 
mand the people went ahead and 
rebuilt the 11 hotels the brewery, 
the schools, the business blocks 
and the homes. All new buildings 
had to be of stone, brick or con¬ 
crete. Although permits for tem¬ 
porary buildings were granted, 
the law was strict and these 
were not allowed to clutter the 
streets for long. In fact the re¬ 
building caused a small boom 
of its own, for the Fernie Brick 
Co. was turning out 20,000 bricks 
a day while 250 carloads of ce¬ 
ment was brought in. The saw¬ 
mills up and down the valley 
were working full blast with a 
great deal of the lumber being 
used locally. 

Besides opening up Coal Creek 
which had become a separate 
community by this time, the C. 
N.P. Coal Co. had developed pro¬ 
perties to the north and south. 
Carbonado Collieries was opened 
on Morrisey Creek on a spur of 
about 4 miles in length in 1902, 
although development work had 
started earlier. Morrisey started 
hopefully and even had a news¬ 
paper by 1902, but the opening 
of the townsite was a disaster to 
a town of about two dozen 
houses. Morrisey was a confusing 
medley of townsites. There was 
Morrisey at the junctign, Morri¬ 
sey townsite where the coke 
ovens were built, and Morrisey 
Mines which was further up. 
Tonkins was in addition to this. 
The townsite Tonkin appeared, 
in which the general manager of 
the mines had some interest. 
Lots were sold in competition 
with the company townsite. At 
Morrisey Mines there were 25 
cottages and two hotels in 1902 
and a one room school was open¬ 
ed. The company controlled the 
issuing of liquor licenses here, 
but when the townsite was op¬ 
ened in September there were 
10 applications for hotel license 
and all were granted, for a pop¬ 
ulation of about 100. There was 
only one store, which belonged 
to the company, and the mines 
complained about the exorbitant 
prices. A four room school was 
ready by the fall of 1903 for the 
children of the 200 miners em¬ 
ployed. A short note in the Fer¬ 
nie newspaper telling of the dif¬ 
ficulty of igniting Carbonade 
coal indicated that Morrisey’s 
life might be short. The mines 
closed in 1905, reopened in 1907 
and finally closed altogether in 
1909 because of dangerous work¬ 
ings. Some of the buildings were 
cut in half and taken to Coal 
Creek where they still stand. 
The rest were torn down after 
being sold for small sums, and 
the lumber used in houses in the 
other towns. 

The third effort of the C.N.P. 
Coal Co. at Michel, about 23 
miles north of Fernie, has been 
probably the most successful of 
all. It started almost immediate¬ 
ly after Coal Creek and has pro¬ 
duced continuously since 1899. 
The distance from Fernie was 
too great to make Michel a feed¬ 
er for the former town, although 
the company obviously intended 
such a plan, and there has al¬ 
ways been a quasi independence 
movement on the part of the 
Michel-Natal inhabitants, es¬ 
pecially as the Michel mines 
have since 1903 employed more 
men than Coal Creek. 

Being somewhat closer to the 
Alberta towns, the twin com¬ 
munities have had more to do 
with them than Fernie. Michel 
itself has always been a com¬ 
pany town and has the character

Prairie Farms 
Improved By 
Shelterbelts 


Landscaping the Farmstead is an 
opportunity for all who control the 
development of farm property says a 
report from the Experimental Farm 
at Morden. Among the considera¬ 
tions are—improving the comfort of 
man, beast and plantations by estab¬ 
lishing efficient shelterbelts; increas¬ 
ing family esteem, by having neat 
buildings,- well painted, a strip of 
plushy lawn, stretches of colorful 
shrubberies with masses of gay flow¬ 
ers in one or more of its bays; and 
the satisfaction of owning an estate 
of increasing value due to its general 
attractiveness. 

Shelterbelts are a first considera¬ 
tion in the Northern Great Plains 
area. A snowtrap hedge or tree row 
is planted on the north and west. A 
main shelterbelt of about five rows 
is set within the snowtrap hedge row 
at a distance of 60 to 150 feet. One, 
two or three rows are planted on the 
south side, and in most cases also 
on the east boundary of the farm¬ 
stead area. 

The first impression upon travel¬ 
lers driving past the property on the 
main road, and upon visitors ap¬ 
proaching the buildings by the drive¬ 
way, is of much importance. Attrac¬ 
tive fencing, gates, mail box, and a 
smooth road, clean ditches and neat-, 
ly groomed lawn, trees and borders, 
impart on atmosphere of happy liv¬ 
ing and of welcome. 

The grounds seen in approaching 
the house comprise the Public of Ap¬ 
proach Area. Usually these include 
the front lawn, the trees and shrubs 
which frame the house, and the lawn, 
the foundation of low to medium 
shrubs, and a flower border in a bay 
formed by the front shrubbery.

LONDON. — Duplicate is dead. Long live the wonder hen! 
Prematurely, at 18 months, death came on a Sussex farm to the 
slate grey bird whose feathered form, feverishly laboring over¬ 
time in life, performed prodigies that startled human kind. In 
Ottawa, a Canadian expert said it just could not be done. 


Duplicate’s claimed output for one 
year was 462 eggs—at least eight 
dozen ahead of any other bird in 
barnyard history. 

The best record Canadian perform¬ 
ance is 360 in 365 days, credited to 
a white leghorn in Galt, Ont. Dupli¬ 
cate had 360 in a mere 156 days. So 
swift was her production rate that 
W. Et Maynard, Canada’s -custodian 
of egg-laying records, said somebody 

as being spoofed. 

Duplicate's British owners insist 
everything was on the level. Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilfred Hutchings, who 
the 125-acre farm where Dupli¬ 
cate performed (by fair means or 
fowl) credit their star boarder with 
these rapid-firing records: 

Sixteen eggs in three days. 

Ten in 24 hours. 

Five in 10 minutes. (Mrs. Hutch¬ 
ings’ diary records this took place 
April 17, 1952, a flush period even 
for Duplicate). 

Duplicate was a Holland blue. She 
had gentle eyes, unruffled manner 
and nothing to distinguish her from 
any other bird in the chicken run— 
until she started laying. At first it 
two a day, so they called her 
Duplicate, but triplicate and other 
variants soon became more apt. 

She reached her peak last summer, 
then suffered from seasonal slows.

If two safety pins are used they 
will often prove an excellent substi¬ 
tute for a corkscrew. 

Before adding nuts to foods, brown 
them slightly in a moderate oven.

Marble can be cleaned mixing two 
parts soda, one part pumice and one 
part salt. Then powder and mix to 
a paste with water, and scour. 

To whiten a wooden floor, use a 
strong scrubbing powder such as 
oxalic acid (poison). One pound of 
oxalic acid crystals to one gallon of 
water will make a saturate solution. 
This will cover about 10 square feet 
of floor. Use an old broom to spread 
the solution. Give it time to bleach 
the wood. Mop it up with water 
containing about L- cup ammonia to 
a pail.

There won’t be any posthumous 
merit awards for Duplicate, though 
British agriculture officials admit 
ie’s the fastest of all fowl.

"Well,” says Mrs.* Hutchings, "we 
put a challenge in our local paper, 
saying he could come down to the 
i and see for himself. But he 
never did.”

For Amateur Gardeners 



FOR THE NEW HOME 

„ When the builder is finished, the gardener is just ready to begin. He 
shouldn’t ,be discouraged .at the rough grading, the litter of plaster 
and bricks that the bulldozer has barely covered around the brand 
new home. One can hardly believe what can be accomplished in 
gardening the first year. Of course we can’t grow trees, shrubs and 
perennial vines overnight. But it is amazing what can be done with 
annuals. The best plan is to get in early whatever nursery stock and 
perennial flowers are available and financially possible. Then in be¬ 
tween these use all sorts of annuals which will soon look as if they 
had always been there. There, are big, bushy things like cosmos, 
dahlias, cannas, castor oil and spider plants, ornamental sunflowers 
or helianthus, African marigolds and giant larkspur that can be used 
in the place of flowering shrubbery. Then there are quick-growing 
climbing plants, scarlet runner beans, morning glories, climbing nas¬ 
turtiums, sweet peas, hops and such for covering trellis or fence. 
And as for solid beds, edging and whatnot we have at least a hundred 
annual flowers from which to choose. 

Before any planting or lawn seeding is done, however, we must dig or 
cultivate thoroughly, rake as level and as fine as possible. It is also 
advisable, where available, to dig in some good manure or commercial 
fertilizer, and all the grass clippings, leaves or other vegetable refuse 
as available. 

MIX IN FLOWERS 

Few vegetables look well among the flowers, but‘there are a lot of 
flowers that not only decorate a vegetable garden but are best grown 
there.

Gladiolus, sweet peas and others that are used for cutting or bouquets 
can be grown most easily and in quantity among the vegetables.

A more pleasing picture will result where these flowers are grown 
along the edge of the vegetable plot or just in front. If they are very 
big they can go along the back fence. Usually a prize vegetable 
garden attracts visitors just as much as the flower plots so if we .

some of the taller and bushier annual flowers and use these as hedges x 

between the .main divisions of vegetables. 

A great many experienced gardeners now grow practically all their 
gladiolus in rows in the vegetable garden. Then, they are more easily 
cultivated and dusted, and in most parts of Canada it is very neces¬ 
sary to dust to ward off thrip.
